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The newly added limitation "at least two straight line pattern" is taught in Bessho in figure 6 and Abe in figures 2 through 7. 

Further, the applicant argues that the prior art does not teach "leaving the horizontal straight line pattern and vertical straight line pattern 
when the horizontal straight line pattern touches the vertical straight line pattern." The examiner disagrees. Abe teaches separating 
horzontai and vertical segments into line, block and table. Ovbiously horizontal and vertical lines would touch in case of table and the 
block. Once separated, Abe may erase each such pattern (column 13, lines 53-61). This would broadly read on leaving the horizontal 
straight line pattern and vertical straight line pattern when the horizontal straight line pattern touches the vertical straight line pattern. 
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
